CHARTER QUESTIONED 


As he entered the Clinch coun- 
ty case as “a friend of the court,” 
however, Cook said the law de- 
partment was not concerned over 
the question of whether a local 
district could issue bonds.

The trustees of the Fargo school 
district in Clinch county, answer- 
ing W. E. Wheeler’s suit to pre- 
vent. issuance of bonds on the 
grounds that it violates the new 
constitution, contended that the 
new charter was not a “single 
amendment” as required to be sub- 
mitted to the people, but was a 
number of amendments which had 
to be adopted as a single amend- 
ment. 


DESIGNED TO SIMPLIFY 


Cook replied that the new 
charter is a “single amendment,” 
‘in that it is designed to accom- 
'plish one purpose—eliminate con- 
fusion and inconsistencies exist- 
ing in the charter of 1877. 


“If the amendment doing this| 


'had been separated into several 
parts, or several amendments, 
part of which could have been 
adopted and part of which could 
have been rejected, the result 
would have been a monstrosity of 
a constitution devoid of proper 
correlation.” 

The attorney general would like 
‘for the supreme court to uphold 
the Clincli superior court’s deci 
sion. This decision held that the 
new charter is constitutional, and, 
at the same time, held that sale 
of bonds by the Fargo school dis- 
trict was valid. The bonds were 
voted prior to adoption of the new 
constitution, and, anyway, the at- 
torney general believes the new 
charter does not ban issuance of 
local school bonds.

At present there is some agita- | 
tion in south Georgia—where the | 
water supply apparently is dwin- | 
dling—for legislation to limit the | 
number of wells in that area. | 

The proposed water resources | 
authority would act as an agent 
of the state in dealing with the 
federal government which, under 
the constitution, has control of all 
navigation and navigable streams 
and waters in the country.

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Domestic Atrocities, 


The current atrocity reported from Chi- 
cago occurs at an opportune time for dis- 
cussion in Georgia. A budgetary “must” 
for this state is the expansion and develop- 
ment of the mental hygiene department on 
a scale not at present contemplated. 

There is still prevalent among the 
people of this state and of the nation the 
idea that mental ill-health is a thing that 
is a disgrace to the person afflicted and 
the family involved. As a result of this 
attitude, the mentally ill are all too fre- 
quently neglected, “hidden” from the 
world by a sort of in-the-family exile. 
Criminally insane persons are often not 
apprehended until some atrocity has been 
committed. 

It must first be emphasized that mental 
illness is no more disgraceful than appen- 
dicitis or mumps. It is not a thing for 
which a person or family can be adversely 
criticized. 

It must next be emphasized that the 
only place where a mentally ill person can 
be properly cared for is in an adequately 
equipped and staffed state hospital. There 
the patient will be well cared for because 
the number of types of mental illness and 
the number of patients will combine to 
provide an institution that knows how to 
handle all types and degrees of affliction.

A Solution? 


The mentally ill, not just the criminally 
affected, should be sent to such state-pro- 
vided hospitals and thus be removed as a 
burden on the families trying to cope with 


a situation beyond their capabilities, and 
at the same time be placed in more con- 
genial surroundings that will aid them in 
many cases to recovery otherwise im- 
possible. 

Georgia must take the necessary 
steps to accomplish the details of this 
proposal. The shift of the mental hygiene 
work from a political to a humanitarian 
basis is the first requisite. The establish- 
ment of hospitals near the great popula- 
tion centers of the state is not an absolute 
necessity but is desirable so that the medi- 
cal facilities of the larger cities may be 
used to supplement the mental hygiene 
medical facilities. A number of hospitals 
should be erected so that individuals and 
families may have ready access to them. 


This will result, not in an increase in 
insanity, but in an increase in the number 
of hospitalized mentally ill people. The 
ultimate result will be that Georgia will 
rise to its rightful place in preventive con- 
trol of the mentally ill so no case similar to 
the Degnan atrocity will blot the name of 
this progressive state.

Alabama Democrats Take Action 


Announcement has been made by the 
Alabama Democratic executive committee 
that it will, at its January 12 meeting, 
abolish the white primary, in effect since 
1870. 

Qualified Negro voters will vote in the 
state elections in May if they subscribe to 
the primary pledge to support the nomi- 
nees. Thus Alabama announces it has 
abandoned efforts to “find a way out” of 
the supreme court decision which ruled 
that in state primaries, financed by the 
state, nominees of which have no oppo- 
sition in the general elections, qualified 
Negroes may not be barred. 

Alabama has, we think properly, sub- 
mitted a constitutional amendment which 


will be voted on in the November elec- 
tion. It will tighten the registration laws 
and enable registrars to determine the lit- 
eracy of prospective voters, white and col- 
ored. Georgia already has such a law 
which, if the state wished, could be 
strengthened by amendment. The Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee of Georgia, 
facing a similar problem made more acute 
by a state ruling by a Georgia-born jurist, 
in addition to the supreme court decision, 
would do well to study the Alabama plan. 
There actually is no way to by-pass the 
supreme court decision, but strict inter- 
pretation of qualifications would prevent 
turning this, or any other state, over to 
undesirable, illiterate majorities. 


Returning Gls Need No Coddling---Gosnell 


Dr. Cullen Gosnell, veteran head of 
Emory’s political sciences department, is 
back from an extended European visit, and 
with highly encouraging news. 

“American servicemen are not going to 
require any coddling or any exaggerated 
reconversion to civilian Life,” Dr. Gosnell, 
who has been teaching at a GI university 


in England, told a Constitution reporter. 
“TI saw a typical cross-section of Gls—and

Getting Hogs Out 
Of Political Springs 


Fiddling Bob Taylor, of'Tennessee, who was 
fiddler, orator, governor and United States sen- 
ator, used to say to his political audiences: 


“Boys, if you want to keep the stream of politics clean, don’t 


let a hog get into the spring.” 

It is as good an axiom as any and to those seekers after advice 
as to what can be done to keep politics clean, the answer is an 
old one—register, become informed, vote. 

The trouble about politics and the reason hogs so often get into 
the spring is that the people become informed and interested only 
at times of great stress and emotion in their political lives. This 
happens every decade or so. The other campaigns find them un- 
interested and uninformed. The politicians properly have a rather 
low opinion of the voters because of this casual stupidity as re- 
gards issues and legislation for all his professions of regard. By 
and large the people are not informed and it usually is rather easy 
to lead them off on false trails by appealing to old prejudices and 
by smearing an opponent in humorous, yet acid, manner. The polli- 
ticians know that political crowds by and large are not interested 
in the issues and are bored with any discussion of issues. So, they 
give them what they want and thank a benign God that they are 
at least a little smarter than the voters. 

Whether this is going to be true in the future in the same 
measure as in the past, no one knows. I think we can look for 
some slight improvement. The American serviceman had his politi- 
cal interests aroused. Or at least he had these interests exposed 
to the possibility of arousement. This was the most literate Army 
we ever had. It read millions of books; saw many educational 
movies which pointed out international political aspects. Despite 
the miserable failure to prepare the men for the necessity of occu- 
pation, there was this exposure to politics. It remains to be seen 
if this will have any marked effect in our local, state and national 
politics. 


Georgians It must be kept in mind that politicians do not like 

to have too many persons registered. It is easier 
to estimate and win a county where the number of voters is rela- 
tively small than one where a large number, including “first” 
voters, are on the lists. 

Georgians, who constantly deplore some aspects of their peli- 
tics, local and state, still show a marked aversion to doing any- 
thing about. it. The quite mistaken impression seems to prevail 
that the only way to do anything about a political situation is to 
do something dramatic. The opposite is true. The way to do 
something about it is to have enough voters to do something 
about it. The politician’s vote remains about constant. Almost 
any good local county political group can tell you almost in exact 
numbers what sort of a vote they can get out. But, if registration 
and voting is large, and this applies to the more populous coun- 
ties, their task is multiplied and made less likely of success. 

So, the way to do something about it is to be able to vote and 
then to vote. 


: Georgia’s legislature meets next week. It will 
Legislature take up the matter of the 1946 state primary, with 
the gubernatorial race and Fulton county’s proposed county man- 
ager as important bits of political legislation. 

Only one candidate officially has announced in Georgia. That 
is DeLacy Allen, of Albany, Ga., a veteran of the first World War 
and one who has devoted considerable time to veterans’ legis- 
lation. He has made no campaign. 

There may be a sta!king horse candidate or so, but no candi- 
date will attempt to do anything until the legislature has ad- 
journed. The three active actors, as yet behind the scenes, are 
former Govs. E. D. Rivers and Eugene Talmadge and Roy Harris, 
veteran legislator and able political director. It is most unlikely 
Roy Harris will be a candidate, although he would like to be. He 
is most effective in a management position and this is probably 
where he will wind up. His decision will be important. 

An effort will be made by friends of Gov. Arnall to have 
the leyislature make possible a special election in which the 
people will vote on whether or not to amend the constitution so 
that a governor may succeed himself in office. What do the 
people think? And want? This is a most important decision. 

It also must decide whether or not to allow the people of Ful- 
ton county to vote on the proposal of.a county manager. Certainly 
more efficient government requires a county manager. 

There is an important congressional race which will follow 
hard on the heels of the legislative session. A successor to Rob-

The First Airplane 
Factory in Atlanta 


A few days ago my telephone rang. The 
voice said he bet I had forgotten him. He was 
correct. I had. 

He identified himself as James F. Webber, now of Boston, but 
of Atlanta way back in 1912. He said he was one of the two men 
who built the first airplane ever constructed in this city and re- 
called meeting me when, as a reporter on‘this paper, I wrote a 
story about the- building of said plane. 

Then I remembered. 

It was in 1912 I first came to this city. It was in the latter 
part of that year I visited the loft building where, on the second 
floor, two young enthusiasts were constructing that strange affair, 
an airplane. 

It whs made entirely of Georgia products, that plane. Chiefly 
canvas and wood, as l recall. A flimsy thing that a modern aviater 
would look upon with horror. 

But it flew. Not very fast, to be sure, and not very far. It 
would fly for about 45 minutes, if memory serves aright, and make 
35 or 40 miles an hour. It didn't live long. It crashed here late 
in 1912. The two young fellows, Webber and a young engineer 
named Harry Hoover, had no more money. No bank, or anyone 
else, would lend money on such a crazy business as airplane build- 
ing. So the budding industry quietly folded up and that was the 


end. One plane, a few short flights and a crash. 

4 SF. I do recall, though, that at one time during 
An Exhibition its brief existence the plane was exhibited 
at the old—-then nearly new—city auditorium. There was a show, 
an.exposition, there of “Made in Atlanta” products and Messrs. 
Webber and Hoover showed their plane as one local product. 

Webber recalls how a leading banker of the time boasted, in 
a speech, that Atlanta manufactured “everything from pencils to 
airplanes.” However, when Webber approached him the following 
morning for a loan to enable the airplane factory to continue, the 
banker quickly revealed that his figure of speech had no contact 
point with figures of finance. 

Well, it was a brave effort, even though foredoomed to failure. 

It was less than a decade, in 1912, after the Wright brothers’ 
first flight at Kittyhawk. Planes were not much stouter, in ma- 
terial and construction, than box kites and there were mighty few 
of them. 

There was a war on between Italy and Turkey and a few, wob- 
bling experiments had been made with planes for observation pur- 
poses. The United States Army was experimenting with seven 
such planes. Germany boasted she had 300 planes and France 
said she had 400. 


It was the First World War, starting in 1914, 
War Developed which rushed airplane development until 
planes became an important weapon of all armies. 

As we know, today, the Second World War was the spur to 
aviation which has made cross-ocean and ‘round-the-world flights 
commonplace in today’s transportation. 

But I can’t help thinking, now that Webber’s voice recalled 
those old days, of the mighty change the years have wrought in 
airplane manufacturing in Georgia. 

Then, but three decades ago, one flimsy thing of light wood 
framework covered with canvas, built by a couple of young enthu- 
siasts in an old room in an old building in Atlanta. A thing that 
flew, after its fashion, but a thing at which sensible men laughed. 

Yesterday, the vast Bell Bomber plant, with 20,000 workers, 
turning out planes so powerful and so huge they can fly thousands 
of miles without refueling; that drink a full railroad tank car of 
gasoline at one filling of their tanks. 

Then, a little place, lonely, with almost the only visitor one 
curious newspaper reporter, who just walked in to see what was 
cooking. 

Yesterday, a plant so secret that would-be visitors had to under- 
go investigations that required weeks before they were permitted 
within a mile or more of the place. 

Verily, times have changed. As the voice of

WASHINGTON. — After all of the disap- 
pointment among American cities over the in- 
itia] decision of the committee in charge to limit 

the site area for the United Nations Organization headquarters to 
New York and Massachusetts, it appears likely now that the ques- 
tion will be thrown wide open again. 

Cabled advices from London, where the UNO is preparing to 
meet, indicate that the special site committee may be overruled 
in its limiting decision and the west coast of the United States 
may receive further consideration. 


: 9 This means that San Francisco, meeting place 
San Francisco: of the conference which gave birth to the 
United Nations Organization, may yet land the great prize. 

Delegates to the London conference are reported to be dis- 
pleased over the preliminary decision of the committee to limit 
the site area to the eastern seaboard of the United States. 

It is suggested that the committee may be reversed when it 
submits a final recommendation for ratification. That being a possi- 
biidty, it would seem to behoove San Francisco, particularly, and 
the other interested communities, generally, to reactivate their plans 
for presenting bids for the headquarters site. 

The prospects of the committee being overruled are not un- 
encouraging in view of the known attitude of UNO delegates 
against locating the great world organization headquarters any 
place near Washington 

There is a feeling that the site should be as far removed from 
the capital of the United States as possible in order to get away 
from governmental or congressional influence. San Francisco should 
slave an inside track on that score. 

In this country, at least, there seems to be a well-defined senti- 
ment in favor of placing the headquarters in San Francisco on the 
grounds that the Golden Gate city would tend to offer a perfect 
balance with the national capital geographicaliy. 

Washington since the war has become the most important na- 
tional capital in the world." What could be more appropriate than 
to have the United Nations Organization headquarters, which is 
destined to be a sort of world center of authority, located at the 
other extremity of the continent?

Fitting Monument at Hyde Park, therefore, would be to erect 
a proper monument to the man who made it all possible. The late 
President will not need such an edifice to perpetuate his fame, but 
it would be entirely fitting nonetheless. 

As between Massachusetts and New York states, there could 
seem to be but one choice. Boston, in the vicinity of which the 
headquarters are likely to go if Massachusetts is finally selected, 
is one of our most important centers of culture. It offers many 
advantages. 

But it is not improper to suggest that sentiment has a right to 
be considered as a major factor in a decision of the kind.

Stassen Fights the Old Guard 


WASHINGTON—Some explanation is in order when one Republi- 
can senator accuses another Republican senator of emitting a “re- 
actionary tirade’ and suggests that his honored colleague is the 
future leader of another Ohio gang. That is not the way they play 
the game in the senate. Yet that is precisely what young Senator 
Wavne Morse, of Oregon, has just done to the real senate leader of 
his party, Robert Taft, of Ohio. The explanation 1s simple. To his 
intimates, Harold Stassen is an avowed candidate for the Republican 
nomination in 1948. Wayne Morse is such an intimate, Morse’s state- 
ment was a move in the Stassen campaign. 


There is something at once in-| 
spiring and ludicrous In the spec- 
tacle of the Stassen candidacy. 
The inspiration derives from Stas- 
gsen’s boldness. He is fresh from 
the Navy, four years out of pol- 
itics. and lacking both financial 
backing and personal organization, 
wet he has girded on his armor to 
attack his party's powerful Old 
Guard. The comedy arises from 
the plight of the Republican con- 
servatives. They must feel that 
efter the agony of Willkie and the 
bleak annoyance of Dewey, they 
have earned the right to be left 
sione in their own stodginess. Yet 
even if Stassen is unsuccessful, the 
mere fact of his candidacy may 
burst the bubble of the Old 
Guard's happy dream of Bricker. 


THERE IS A marked distinc- 
tion, however, between Stassen 
‘and Willkie. Willkie’s appeal 
arose principally from his enlight- 
ened views on foreign policy. 
Stassen goes further than Willkie 
as an internationalist, but he has 
apparently decided to adopt a de- 
cidedly liberal line on domestic 
‘issues also. 


The idea seems to be that if 
he wins, Sen. LaFollette will put 
a Republican-Progressive organi- 
zation behind Stassen. 

One must admit that Stassen’s 
strategy seems rather far-fetched 
at the moment. The money is roll- 
ing into the Republican party cof- 
fers. There is considerable anti- 
Dewey feeling in the New York 
organization, but on the whole, 
the ranks of the Old Guard have 
closed since 1944, They scent a 
trend away from the Democrats, 
and thus will be less easily bul- 
lied than in former years into 
passing over candidates of their 
own type.

GALLUP POLL 
Nation Sides

PRINCETON, N. J.—President 
Truman suggested to the members 
of congress that they talk to the 
common people in their home dis- 
tricts about the issues facing the 
country. 

If the congressmen and senators 
do talk to a cross-section of the 
voting population, they will find 
support for most of the legislative 
program which President Truman 
has suggested. More than a thou- 
sand field reporters for the Institute 
have in recent months done exact- 
ly what the President recommend- 
ed that members of congress do— 
they have talked to a carefully se- 
lected cross-section of voters in 
hundreds of communities. 

They have found that the public 
is on President Truman’s side on 
six out of seven of his major 
have been 
covered in polls. 

1. STRIKES. The plan for fact- 
finding boards and a 30-day cool- 
ing off period before workers go 
out on strike is approved by nearly 
eight out of every 10 voters, the 
latest Institute survey shows. More- 
over, the measure is favored by 
the rank and file of labor union 
members polled. 

2, UNIVERSAL MILITARY 
TRAINING. Latest poll findings 
show seven out of every 10 Amer'- 
can voters in favor of one year's 
military or naval training for all 
Twelve 
consecutive surveys on the issue 
during the past three years have 
all shown a high vote of approval 
for the program. 

3. UNEMPLOYMENT COMPEN- 
SATION, The President's recom- 
mendation for increasing jobless 
benefits up to a maximum of $25 
weekly for 26 weeks finds opinion 
fairly evenly divided, with a slight 
preponderance in favor. A survey 
on the issue showed 46 per cent 
for the plan, 40 per cent opposed, 
and 14 per cent expressing no 
opinion. 

4. F. E. P. C. Opinion is closely 
divided on proposals to eliminate 


race discrimination in hiring work- | 
ers—the fair employment practice | 


measure which the President has 
supported. The public’s vote on the 
measure shows 43 per cent in 
favor, 44 per*cent opposed, and 
13 per cent without opinion. 

5. MINIMUM WAGE, The ad- 
ministration plan for raising the 
wage minimum up to 35 cents an 
hour wins approval from a sub- 
stantial majority of voters familiar 
with the general meaning of the 
term Minimum wage. 

6. FEDERAL PAY RAISE. The 
general public is sympathetic to 
the President’s proposal for higher 
pay for federal employes. A recent 
survey found a majority in favor 
of a 20 per cent pay boost for fed- 
eral civil service workers. Higher 
pay for congressmen and senators, 
however, is not approved by the 
majority of voters questioned in 
recent polls, 

7. PRICE CONTROL. As might 
be expected, price controls are 
popular with the people, the ma- 
jority (72 per cent) wanting to 
see them continued, as the Presi- 
dent recommends.
